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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendments filed July 25, 2007 have been entered. 

The examiner would like to summarize the interview took place on July 23, 2007 

below: 

The teachings of Munayyer patent is discussed, especially in the part of 
Munayyer's teachings of when propylene glycol was incorporated with mometasone, the 
anti-inflammatory efficacy is diminished. Since the instant topical formulation of 
mometasone is for anti-inflammatory use, there will be no motivation to incorporate 
propylene glycol into such composition containing mometasone. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As discussed 
in the Applicant's remarks filed July 25, 2007, one of ordinary skilljn the art would not 
have been motivated to incorporate propylene glycol into the mometasone composition 
since the anti-inflammatory effect of mometasone will be greatly reduced when 
propylene glycol is used. 

Therefore, the outstanding rejection under 35 USC 103(a) will be withdrawn and 
the claims directed to the composition as claimed will be in condition of allowance. 
Furthermore, claims 6-9, the method of treating skin inflammation, will be rejoined with 
claims 1-5. .
